1. Locations 


a. The Plug ‘ov plant was located on Karl-MNarx otreet and 
bordered on Pugov Street on the north from where the plant was 
en ter ed. woot 


b. The "ied Cetober" plant No 466 bordered on Alekseyeveki 

Street on the northwest, on Spaskaya Street on the norhheast 
and on a railroad freight station extending in an I-J direc- 
tion on the south. 


2, Almost no reconstruction vork but mostly indoor wak was 
under way in the"flusov" Plant. 


3. Reconstruction work was being done on the southern of the three 
larzve parallel workshops of Plant No 466. aA test station was 
completed on the southern sice of this workshop. The noise of 
engines was heard day and night. 


4. It was observed that electric motors were produced in tne center 
workshop of Plant No 466. 


5. The "Trust 2i" Sonstruction Entorprise, with MALOLEUV as manarser 
and VIGCVSKI as chicf engineer, was in charge of the construc 
tion work, 


6. The trucks in which the Pis were hauled to the ‘Flugov Plant 
at day left the Plant No 466 for an unimown destination at night. 


7. ‘The work force of Plant No 466 was roughly estimated at. 2,C00C 
to 3,000 Soviets. 
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
